AVIATION  MECHANICS 
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WCC  CONTINUES  EXCELLENT 

RECORD 

This  was  an  editorial  taken  from  the  Goldsboro  News  Argus  which  exemplifies  the 
outstanding  achievements  of  some  of  our  programs. 


While  Wayne  Community  College  probably  ranks  at  or  near  the  bottom  in  adequacy  and 
continues  an  extraordinary  record  in  academic  excellence. 

While  it  is  a  two-year  institution,  WCC  graduates  in  some  fields  have  a  better  record  in 
passing  state  licensing  examinations  that  do  those  completing  four  years  at  some  of  our 
state  universities. 

For  1  5  years,  every  graduate  of  the  associate  degree  program  has  passed  the  state 
examination  to  become  registered  nurses.  Today,  we  have  300  registered  nurses  who 
came  through  the  Wayne  Community  College  program. 

That  record  extends  to  the  licensed  practical  nursing  program  as  well.  All  1  65  graduates 
passed  the  state  exam.  This  year,  one  of  the  LPN  graduates,  Phyllis  Ann  Bright,  scored  a 
perfect  BOO  on  her  state  examination. 

During  the  past  six  years,  1  22  of  the  1  2"7  dental  hygientists  graduates  passed  their 
national  licensing  examinations  on  the  first  try. 

Meanwhile,  in  dental  assistants  graduates  passing  their  national  examinations,  Wayne 
Community  ranks  among  the  top  1  O  percent  of  B"7  institutions  in  the  nation  with  such 
programs. 

No  graduate  of  the  aviation  mechanics  program  at  WCC  has  ever  failed  a  national 
licensing  exam. 

Not  only  does  the  school  rank  high  in  the  number  of  graduates  passing  the  state  and 
national  examinations,  students  from  Wayne  Community  consistently  score  above  the 
national  norms. 

Students  in  the  programs  at  Wayne  Community  are  quick  to  say  that  the  courses  there 
are  demanding.  Homework  loads  are  heavy,  Instructors  are  uncompromising.  The  re- 
wards, however,  are  obvious.  Graduates  not  only  take  their  licensing  board  examinations 
with  confidence,  they  enter  their  respective  fields  knowing  they  are  well  prepared. 

The  college,  its  department  heads  and  faculty  —  and  especially  its  students  —  can  take 
great  pride  in  what  they  are  doing  and  the  reputation  they  have  built  and  continue  to 
enhance.  All  of  Wayne  County  should  be  proud  of  them.
